Conservatism may dominate

(Conservatism is on the upswing in 

America, and by 1980 it may dominate 
public policy, said Russel Kirk, noted 
author, entic and lecturer 

Kirk. who has been described as 
the intellectual leader of conservative 
thought, spoke to about W studentsin 
the University l nion Wednesday. His 
talk was entitled “American Conser- 
vatives in the Middle of the Journey.” 

“According to all the polls, the 
term conservative is the most popular 
political term in America.” Kirk said 
“Conservatives are two-thirds to 
three-quarters of the American public 
There will eventually be a shift in 
public policies as a result of this in- 
creased popularity.” 

Americans are slow to change their 
thinking about public policy. he said 
It takes about 30 
generation tor 


years or one 
political ideas to 
change and be reflected in political 
decisions 

“We are now approaching the end 
of @ generation since the conservative 
revival of ideas began in this country.” 
Kirk said “So 


[YSU we are likely to see conservative 


somewhere around 


ideas reflected increasingly in public 
policy Conservatives are still in the 
middie of the journey.” 

Kirk said his favorite definition of 
conservation is “a statesman 
enamored of old evils, as compared to 
the liberal who would replace them 
with new evils.” 

Conservatism is not an ideology 
he said. It is rather an attitude or way 
of looking at human nature and 
society 

“The ideoiogist offers you the ear- 
thly paradise.” said Kirk. “Conser- 
vatism does not offer answers to all the 
ills which flesh is heir, rather it says 
turn to experience, constitution, cus- 
tom and the wisdom of the species in 
dealing with your personal and public 
problems ” 

The reas.\n conservatism is spread- 


ing so rapidly in America is that 


people are concerned with the 
disintegration of the sociai order, Kirk 
said. Discontent with the state of 


schools and concern over moral decay 
and the decline of the city has caused 
people to seek a more stable foun 
dation. Liberal changes have not 
helped these situations, he said 

In; solving these problems conser- 
vatives must display some 
imagination, a term not often as- 
sociated with conservative thought 
But conservatives do possess this 
imagination, Kirk said 

“Conservative pessimism is 
compensated for by the power of 
imagination called upon in the 
emergency,” he said. “Increasingly, 
we're going to see this called upon in 
this country.”

Kirk cited five general principles 
which govern conservative 
imagination and which may soon be 
mirrored in American policies. These 
are the belief in certain norms in 
nature and in a 
balance between order and freedom 
and in the need for both continuity 
and change 

A third principle is that of the 
voluntary community 


human society 


This calls for 
governance by voluntary association 
for the common good, the use of 
voluntary cooperation to solve social 
problems 

Finally, Kirk said, is the belief that 
our wisdom grows out of the ex-
